WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
expected explosion of a nuclear 
test bomb by Red China threat- j 
ens new risks and difficulties j 
for tile United States in trying to 
keep the war in South Viet Nam 
in bounds and eventually to win 
a limited victory there. 
The chief risk foreseen here is 
that Red Chinese triumph in the 
nuclear field may make it much 
more difficult for the United 
States to persuade Red China 
and North Viet Nam that they 
can't win in South Viet Nam and 
will have to pay an increasing 
cost to keep the war going.

A broad outline of U.S. policy 
was given Tuesday in a speech 
in Tokyo by Assistant Secretary 
of State W’illiam P. Bundy, who 
is presently on a visit to Japan 
and Korea. Bundy is one (rf the 
to^> Washington officials directly 
responsible for U S. policy rn 
Southeast Asia. 
"We do not aim at overthrow­ 
ing the Communist regime of 
North \ let Nam.” Bundy said, 
“ but rather in inducing it to call 
off the war it directs and sup­ 
ports in South Viet Nam.’* 
Bundy also said that expan­

A f t e r canvassing Pickaw-ay 
C o u n t y , the trucks transport 
their cargo to one of 125 Salva­ 
tion Army social service cent­ 
ers. T h e r e the household it­ 
ems, the outgrown clothing, and 
the old furniture provide work 
for homeless men in need of so- j 
cial guidance and rehabilitation. 
In turn the repaired articles 
are sold t h r o u g h thrift stor­ 
es s u c h as the o n e in C ircle-1 
Ville, to individuals, in lower in -1 
come brackets, enabling them to 
purchase at l o w e r than norm- J 
a1 cost. Through this method the 
service centers become self-sup

Scientific Hegira 


The United Sla tes receives scientific 
and engineering talent ea ch yea r equi­ 
valent to the output of two a vera ge uni­ 
versities. More than three per cent of 
its scientific manpower ca m e from oth­ 
er countries. 
Nothing new in a ca demic circles, this 
“ brain drain'* has ben going on since 
World Wa r II. Countries losing some of 
their most valuable manpower to the 
United S t a t e s have tried restricting 
emigration, propagandizing in the U.S. 
for return of their nationals, and offer­ 
ing grea ter sa la ry and other 
induce­ 
ments to keep them at home. 
Still they leave, and most of them 
come to the shores of North America . 
A m erica 's gain, howevtr, is frequently 
a distressing loss at home. In the yea rs 
1957-61 South America n countries lost 
to the U. S. 1,837 engineers and scien­ 
tists, and Asian migration during the 
sa me period was 2.142. 
These 
numbers 
pale 
into 
insigni­ 
ficance in the a rmies of U. S. profes­ 
sionals. but back home they represent­ 
ed a high percentage of the educated 
elite. Even Britain, which has one of 


the best developed university s y s te m s ,1 
is hurting because of its scientific ma n­ 
power drain. 
There are many reasons why scien­ 
tists 
from 
all over 
the world wish 
to come to the United Sta tes to work. 
The space progra m, for exa mple, has 
opened a wide a rra y of new vista s to 
challenge the best of the world’s scienti­ 
fic talent. These opportunities a re avail­ 
able in no other country exctpt the Sov­ 
iet Union, and it is a good bet that with­ 
out the iron hand of coercion and bla ck­ 
mail to stay them, an exodus of Soviet 
scientists would also be underway. 
Sa la ries and professional freedom 
a re other reasons given by scientists 
for coming to the U.S. And prtstige is 
rapidly becoming a dominant reason 
for the immigra tion. U. S. universities 
and laboratories have overtaken t h e 
once fashionable centers of learning in 
Europe. 
The growth of science in th United 
Sta tes has been dynamic in the last sev­ 
eral decades. As long as it continues 
this rapid pace, it will be a ma gnet for 
top talent from all over the world. 


Doomsday Postponed 


What a difference a couple of days 
make. First, the Soviet Union was sup­ 
posed to have some horrendous kind of 
new weapon — a 
terror 
bomb, 
per­ 
haps even a doomsday device. P rem ­ 
ier Khrushchev mentioned it to J a p ­ 
anese visitors, and his rtma rks were 
interpreted as a threat to the Red Chi­ 
nese. 
But two days later Khrushchev' said 
it was all a mistake, that he was mis­ 
quoted. He said that he wasn’t threa t­ 
ening anybody and, while the Soviets 
ao have a new weapon, it isn't a ter­ 
rible kind of new nuclar bomb, and 
whatever it is it doesn't have unlimited 
power. 
Meanwhile. President Johnson w a s 
also talking about weapons. 
He 
says 
the United States has two new weapons 
systems that can intercept and destroy 


armtd satellites circling the earth, and 
also a new kind of ra da r that can look 
around the curve of the tarth. 
So, in the space of 48 hours, the a rms 
ra ce ha s heated up. cooled off, and end­ 
ed up about where it was. If Khrush­ 
chev does have a new weapon, the U.S. 
appa rently can shoot it down, if it’s the 
kind that orbits the earth. If it’s 
the 
kind tha t’s 
delivered 
by missile, the 
U. S. apparently will be able to see it 
coming sooner and presumably ca n de­ 
fend against it. 
The a rm s race goes on. and there is 
still no weapon for which there is no 
defense, actual or potential. It has been 
thus ever since man first made a shield 
to protect against the spear. Against 
the bullet, there is a rmor. Against the 
bomber, a nti-a ircraft guns. Against the 
missile, the anti-issile missile.

Scientific Hegira 


The United States receives scientific 
and engineering talent each year equi­ 
valent to the output of two average uni­ 
versities. More than three per cent of 
its scientific manpower came from oth­ 
er countries. 
Nothing new in academic circles, this 
“ brain drain" has ben going on since 
World War II. Countries losing some of 
their most valuable manpower to the 
United S t a t e s have tried restricting 
emigration, propagandizing in the U.S. 
for return of their nationals, and offer­ 
ing greater salary and other induce­ 
ments to keep them at home. 
Still they leave, and most of them 
come to the shores of North America. 
America's gain, howevtr, is frequently 
a distressing loss at home. In the years 
1957-61 South American countries lost 
to the U. S. 1.837 engineers and scien­ 
tists, and Asian migration during the 
same period was 2.142. 
These numbers 
pale 
into 
insigni­ 
ficance in the armies of U. S. profes- 
vonals, but back home they represent­ 
ed a high percentage of the educated 
elite. Even Britain, which has one of 
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the best developed university systems, 
is hurting because of its scientific m an­ 
power drain. 
There are many reasons why scien­ 
tists 
from 
all over 
the world wish 
to come to the United States to work. 
The space program, for example, has 
opened a wide array of new vistas to 
challenge the best of the world’s scienti­ 
fic talent. These opportunities are avail­ 
able in no other country exctpt the Sov­ 
iet Union, and it is a good bet that with­ 
out the iron hand of coercion and black­ 
mail to stay them, an exodus of Soviet 
scientists would also be underway. 
Salaries and professional freedom 
are other reasons given by scientists 
for coming to the U.S. And prtstige is 
rapidly becoming a dominant reason 
for the immigration. U. S. universities 
and laboratories have overtaken t h e 
once fashionable centers of learning in 
Europe. 
The growth of science in th United 
States has been dynamic in the last sev­ 
eral decades. As long as it continues 
this rapid pace, it will be a magnet for 
top talent from all over the world. 


Doomsday Postponed 


What a difference a couple of days 
make. First, the Soviet Union was sup­ 
posed to have some horrendous kind of 
new’ weapon — a terror bomb, per­ 
haps even a doomsday device. P rem ­ 
ier Khrushchev mentioned it to Jap ­ 
anese visitors, and his rtmarks were 
interpreted as a threat to the Red Chi­ 
nese. 
But two days later Khrushchev said 
it was all a mistake, that he was mis­ 
quoted. He said that he wasn't threat­ 
ening anybody and, while the Soviets 
ao have a new weapon, it isn't a ter­ 
rible kind of new nuclar bomb, and 
whatever it is it doesn't have unlimited 
power. 
Meanwhile, President Johnson w a s 
also talking about weapons. 
He says 
the United States has tw'O new’ weapons 
systems that can intercept and destroy 


arm td satellites circling the earth, and 
also a new kind of radar that can look 
around the curve of the tarth. 
So, in the space of 48 hours, the arms 
race has heated up, cooled off, and end­ 
ed up about where it was. If Khrush­ 
chev does have a new’ weapon, the U.S. 
apparently can shoot it down, if ifs the 
kind that orbits the earth. If it’s the 
kind that's delivered by missile, the 
U. S. apparently will be able to see it 
earning sooner and presumably can de­ 
fend against it. 
The arm s race goes on. and there is 
still no w’eapon for which there is no 
defense, actual or potential. It has been 
thus ever since man first made a shield 
to protect against the spear. Against 
the bullet, there is armor. Against the 
bomber, anti-aircraft guns. Against the 
missile, the anti-issile missile.

Mrs. Jekyll is a fine wife and 
mother.

But when Mrs. Jekyll leaves

— a sudden change comes over 
her. 
She turns into Mrs. Hyde. 
Gone is lier sweet courtesy, 
her gentle airs, her considera­ 
tion for others. A baleful trans­ 
formation has taken place. 
Outwardly, she still looks to 
other women like Mrs. Jekyll. 
But to men she encounters she 
looks like Mrs. Hyde — an un­ 
predictable 
monster 
with 
the 
manners of a fishwife and the 
conduct

stores poking strange men in 
their eyes with her umbrella. 


I stepping on their toes with her 
spiked 
heels, 
elbowing 
them 
aside 
in 
restaurants, 
rushing 
ahead of them to get a taxi. 
After a hard day of abusing 
and bruising all men who hap­ 
pen to stand in her path, she 
returns home, and takes off the 
mask of Mrs. Hyde. When Dr. 
Jekyll enters, there is sweet, j 
angel-faced Mrs. Jekyll, waiting 
to put on his slippers. 
But why does Mrs. Hyde act 
this way to men in public? Some 
say it s because her shoes are 
too tight. Some say it’s because 
she just secretly hates and re-j 
sents the natural superiority of 
man over woman. 
Whatever the 
reason, 
most 
men are getting awfully tired of 
the Mrs. Hydes — and the Miss 
Hydes — of this world. They are 
not going to get away w’ith it 
forever. 
There’ll come a day!

I wonder just how many peo­ 
ple know that agriculture is the 
only segment of the economy 
not permitted to price their prod­ 
ucts. 
The farm er takes his c o m ­ 
modity to the processor or coop­ 
erative and is told by them just 
what he will receive for his ef­ 
fort. I understand that the chain 
stores are becoming so power­ 
ful they are now dictating prices 
to the processors, who in turn 
haven’t much choice but to pass 
the loss off onto the farm er. 
This is the complete reverse 
of the American way of life — 
the buyer 
never 
dictates the 
price except in agriculture. 
In case you weren't aware of 
the facts, the middleman is now 
finding it in his heart to give the 
farm er a top price of 17 cents 
per pound for his pork and 25 
, cents p e r pound for his choice 
beef. 
These prices were dowm to 13 
and 20 cents, respectively, last 
winter. What are you paying for 
pork and beef in the stores? 
It costs the farm er approxi­ 
mately 15 cents per p o u n d to 
produce the pork and 22 cents 
per pound to produce beef. And 
they’re calling for lower prices 
this winter. 
How long can tile farm er stay 
in business with this kind of a 
deal? And why is the United 
States importing pork at 23 cents 
per pound?

The tall Texan, first Ameri­ 
can ever sentenced legally to 
death in Mexico, has been wait­ 
ing for five years in a cell in the 
penitentiary. 
Mexico's Supreme Court has 
had his case under review the 
last 13 months and a decision is 
expected before long. 
There’s only a slim chance 
the 
36-year-old

Worth 
crane operator will face a Mexi­ 
can firing squad, the .sentence 
handed down for the slaying of 
three m embers of a prominent 
Monterrey family Oct. 12. 1959. 
Although Nuevo Leon State, of 
which Monterrey is the capital, 
retains the death sentence as 
maximum punishment it hasn't 
been applied here in over 40 
years.

The first conviction, in March 
1961, was turned back for retrial 
when a court ruled Hilda’s iden­ 
tification of Simmons improper. 
The second conviction, with the 
dying girl’s testimony stricken, 
followed Dec. 12, 1962.
